He then rolled from 
off the body of his uncle, and lay writhing on 
the floor, near it. Taintor then ran down stairs 
and raised a cry of alarm, and subsequently 
went to Staten Island te acquaint the elder 
Jewett’s family. 

At a conference at the Coroner’s office to con- 
sider the manner in which Orville D. Jewett 
came to his death, tne Coroners and their Depu- 
ties decided that the wounds received by Or- 
ville D. Jewett were inflicted by some que else, 
and said that the report circulated that he him- 
sell fred the weapon which caused the wounds 
was impossible. The course of the bullets and 
the position in which the person must have 
stood to receive them precludes the possibility 
of his inflicting them with his own hands.

was then introduced. and alluded to the change

bill, but did not think it went far enough. Now, 
the city was separated from the county towns. 80 
long as this was kept up, bad men woald be elect- 
ed. To get good men, the election of all should be 
on a general ticket. There never would be honest 
men chosen until the law was changed in this re- 
spect. 
COMMISSIONER FITZGERALD 

was the next speaker. He said it was important 
to have a bill passed that would protect the tax- 
payers of the county. While he had tried to 
do right, - had fought for an honest and 
economic government, —he been  batiiled 
at every point. Either of the bills now pending 
was a great deal better than the present law. He 
was in favor of a bill providing for the clection of 
fifteen Commissioners by all the peoplc—the coun- 
try members to be voted for by tuose in the city as 
well as those who were to represent the city proper.

A FLOWBRY PARAGRAPE. 

The demand for Easter flowers, particularly for 
the white, taxes the florists to the utmost. Antic- 
tpating this demand for months, they force every- 
‘Ging, from the rarest exotic to the commonest 
éhrub that will bear a white flower, or one so nearly 
white that it will escape detection. Many of the 
white flower plants, as the azaleas and spiraeaz, 
‘ake up 9 desl of room. The callas, yielding but 
wo or three to a pot, occupy as much space as a 
bed of carnations which will be in bloom for 
months. So it becomes a perplexing question with 


the florist as to how much place he will give to the 
white fowers. He must be a skiliful r, |phas 


moreover, or he will not be able to fill his Easter 
orders, even with an extensive range of glass at 
command. For the decorations in white the va- 
rieties most largely used are the azaleas, one of the 
most prolific of the early spring flowers, japonicas, 
Ales of the valley, callas, Japan lilies, the white 
or Easter lily, and common garden hiies. More 
rare are the tuberose, the paper white narciseus, 
the powerfully scented jonguil, and the Persian 
lilac, all of which require much forcing. 
The New York market is largely supplied 
from the ereenhouses of Newport. Flowers 
shipped there at noon reach the city at 8 o'clock in 
the evening, fresh for use. The extentof the bus- 
mens from this point may be judged from the fact 
that one florist has sent hither thus far during the 
geason over 100,000 violets alone; while another 
has forced 800,000 lilies of the valley, and yet 
fallen short of the demand. The young metropol- 
Nan, who is nothing if not the wearer of a button- 
hole bouquet, is a valuable ally of the florist, who 
has no more profitable trade than that growing out 
of this fragrant custom, which I believe also ob- 
tains quite extensively in Chicago.
